- CAMERA Is a very in- 
genious instrument. Through 

the marvels of modern chemis- 
try nnd physics, it enables all 
of us to become an artist at the 
snap of a button. Ingenious as 
it is, however, your camera 
does require a fittle help from 
you. It should " always be 
handled with reasonable care 
and. kept clean and in good. 
operating condition, 

The most important ‘single 
part of your camera is the lens. 
Through it passes the ight that 
produces. the images on your 
film. If your. lens becomes 
dusty or smeared with ‘finger 
prints, it obviously can't form 
aon imoge that is sharp, Your 
pictures in turn will be fuzzy 
and indistinct. It fs simple to 
prevent such fuzziness by keep-, 
ing the lens clean, While you 
are shooting, keep some good’ 
lens cleaning paper or a soft, 
clean lintless handkerchief 
right with you. ‘ oa 

If your lens is thickly coated 
with dust and grease, it‘Is a 
good ided to use a drop or two 
of lens cleaning fluid before 
wiping the surface with your 
lens paper or linen. 
put the Jens cleaning fluid 
directly on the lens itself—put. 
it on the‘lens cleaning’ tissuc— 
and don't, in any event, try to 
clean a lens without first blow-
